Kronfeld gave me a copy of Chairman Moorhead's 
letter to the President, in which Moorhead made it clear that when the Congress 
returns from recess they will, as soon as possible, vote on the President's 
veto. Kronfeld was quite certain that they had sufficient votes in both Houses 
to override the veto. As a position of compromise, however. Chairman 
Moorhead in his letter stated that hearings would be held to consider the 
objections raised by the President. According to Kronfeld, if the President's 
objections have merit, it might be possible for the Congress to amend 
H. R. 12471 during the 90-day period between override of the veto and the 
effective date of the law.
